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Council scoops award for 
homelessness services 


THE ROYAL borough 
has become the first local 
authority in the country 
to receive a special 
status for homelessness 
services. 

The council has been 
awarded the government’s 
Silver Standard for its work 
in tackling homelessness 
and preventing people and 
families becoming homeless 
in the first place. 

Cabinet member for 
housing, Cllr Chris Kirby 
received the award on behalf 
of the council at an event 
last week (July 15) which 
also marked the ten year 
anniversary of the Royal 
Greenwich Homelessness 
Forum. 

The royal borough’s focus 
has been on intervening to 
prevent people and families 
becoming homeless. As a 
result 1800 local families 
in the last year alone have 
avoided becoming homeless 
because of the support 
provided by the Royal 
Borough and its partners. 

The royal borough also 
has the lowest level of using 
temporary accommodation 
in South East London. 

The borough provides a 
comprehensive Housing 
Options & Support Service and 
works with a wide range of 
partner organisations to meet 
the needs of residents. The 


anniversary event last week 
saw many such organisations 
come together to report the 
progress they have made in 
the last ten years. 

One such organisation 
is CAYSH, which provides 
supported lodgings for 
homeless 16 to 19 year olds in 
Greenwich on behalf of the 
council. CAYSH works with 
participating householders 
to secure young people 
accommodation and help 
them stabilise their lives 
from a safe and secure base. 
Residents who can provide a 
home and support to a young 
person are encouraged to get 
involved with CAYSH. 

The charity and housing 
association Housing for 
Women is also a key partner 
of the council and provides 
specialist services for 
women who have suffered 
domestic abuse or need 
support. 

GT spoke to two women 
who have benefited from 
the service. The first woman 
told GT: “I can’t say more 
than they were my angels. 
They wish more for you than 
they wish for themselves. 
They helped me with so 
many things, from helping 
teach me English to finding 
a school for my daughter 
and finding me a property 
It’s also about safety.”

School clubs 
vary too much 


I AM writing this letter because 
I feel very concerned that things 
are done differently regarding 
the breakfast club and 
afterschool clubs in schools in 
the royal borough. I happened 
to be using this service in the 
Greenslade School and I need 
to pay for every day of the week 
irrespective if the child comes 
or not. I understand this was 
part of the terms and conditions 
signed to, but what I do not 
understand is the fact that other 
schools in the same borough 
render this service on a pay-as- 
you go basis. 

If an adult is available at home 
to pick and drop the child on a 
particular day of the week, you 
still have to pay, because you 
are made to choose the days and 
you cannot afford to pay and not 
use the service. This is not very 
helpful. It will be good to have 
it when you need it like Foxfield 
and other schools in the area. 

I have no option because my 
daughter goes to Timbercroft 
and the only school that provide 
this service to Timbercroft 
children is Greenslade School. 

I will appreciate if this can be 
looked into, as everyone is trying 
to save as much as possible.

• David Ashley Headteacher 
at Greenslade said: "I am very 
proud of our Breakfast and After 
School Clubs and of the quality 
of the service our families 
receive. It is wonderful to see 
children from the two schools 
eating and playing so happily 
together, supervised by our 
well trained and qualified staff. 
We are constantly developing 
exciting new activities and 
options for our children to enjoy 
and always listen carefully to 
the views of our children and 
their families. Due to the age of 
our children we have to follow 
very strict guidelines for the 
number of staff we employ to 
ensure we keep to a safe ratio 
of children and play leaders. 
Advance booking guarantees a 
child's place at the club, which 
we could not do under a "drop in 
arrangement." 

The majority of the money 
we charge goes on the salaries 
of our staff and we would not 
be able to pay their wages 
if the amount of money we 
took in fluctuated each week 
due to parents making other 
arrangements. We do not 
charge if a child is unwell and 
not in school. I welcome the 
opportunity to speak with Mrs 
Idowu if she would like to come 
in to school and meet me."

The second woman GT spoke 
to said: “They helped me with 
everything to get my life back 
on track after my husband 
moved out. I was able to stay 
in my own house. My support 
worker was so important to 
me in that stage of my life. 
I was able to take care of 
myself and my children with 
the help I received. The most 
important thing is I feel safe.” 


Cllr Chris Kirby, cabinet 
member for housing said: “I’m 
proud of the royal borough’s 
excellent track record in 
providing support to residents 
affected by homelessness. 
We have invested in services 
that actively prevent 
homelessness and support 
vulnerable households. This 
has allowed us to minimise 
the financial and social 
impact of homelessness and 
temporary accommodation. 


It is a fantastic achievement 
to be the first council in the 
country to receive a Silver 
Mark from the NPSS and we 
are working to achieve Gold 
Standard in the future. 

“The housing climate is 
increasingly challenging and 
homelessness across London 
and the country is on the 
increase so we will continue 
to do everything possible 
to support local people in 
difficult situations through 


our Housing Options & 
Support Service.”

Digging for history 


GREENWICH PARK has been the 
scene of an exciting archaeology 
excavation this month involving 
the search for a historic building 
that existed as far back as the 17th 
century. A team of professionals 
and volunteers took part in a week- 
long dig (13-16 July) around the 
Park’s Queen Elizabeth Oak as part 
of an on-going project that aims 
to excavate the former ‘Keepers 
Cottage’, a series of buildings 
demolished in the 19th century. 

Now in its second year, the project has 
been organised by Royal Parks and the 
Friends of Greenwich Park. The dig has 
been led by three professional leaders 
from the company Keevill Heritage 
helped by 10 volunteers supporting the 
excavation. 

Over the course of the week the dig 
unearthed some interesting items, 
from pottery, pipes, tiles roof slates 
and original brickwork to a belt buckle, 


thought to have belonged to one of the 
Cottage’s residents. 

Greenwich Park is perhaps the most 
historic of all the Royal Parks with 
a history that dates back to Roman 
times. Like the rest of Greenwich, it is 
well known for its royal connection and 
particularly the Tudors, with Henry 
VIII using the park to keep his deer in. 

Graham Keevill of Keevill Heritage led 
the project and told GT: “The Keepers 
Cottage is one of the most interesting 
and compelling lost buildings in 
Greenwich Park. We are aiming to find 
out more about it, including its exact 
location- we have been using historic 
maps to estimate so far. Other records 
tell us about some of the history of the 
area and we are trying to marry these 
with our own historical findings.” 

“Greenwich is a fabulous place to 
work - literally beneath our feet is an 
amazing story of people who lived here 
and we can get up close and personal 
with this history. The reaction of local 
people has been great and this makes 



our job easier.” 

Much is already know about Greenwich 
Park’s rich history - The Roman Temple 
and Anglo-Saxon Cemetery is part of 
the Greenwich Maritime World Heritage 
Site. However there is always more 
to be found and the next stage of the 
archaeology project is already being 
planned for next year.

• Expected babies are counted as a person from 
the six month of pregnancy 

• Band C applicants - Houses are allocated to a 
household with children (aged 15 or under) 

Only RBG tenants who currently occupy houses in 
bands A and B, will be considered for rehousing 
to another house. All other priority applicants 
will be considered for flats or maisonettes. 

Note: There are separate Allocations Policies for 
applicants with priority from regeneration areas. 

Like for Like Moves 

Council tenants housed through priority Bands A & B, 
are generally offered a similar type of property to that 
they currently occupy, of the size they require.
